BAHAMA ISLAND SHELLS. 


Pearly Treasures of Many Varieties 
Line the Boaches. 

The shores of the Bahama islands 
are each day strewn with multitudes of 
beautiful seashells, more than fifty va- 
tieties of which have a commercial 
value In the United States and Europe, 

Among these are rice shells, so tiny 
in size as to make one marvel how a 
sufficient number could be picked up to 
fill a barrel; gold shells, mud shells, 
cockles, bleeding tooth; pretty decora- 
tive sun shells, eardrop shells, which 
are exported to Odessa, Russia, to be 
used as ear pendants; Panama or tent 
shells, which resemble miniature en- 
campments and sell at $90 a barrel; 
black snails, which take a high polish; 
conchs—king, queen, ivory, pinklip and 
trochns or Turk’s cap, locally termed 
“whelks.” These are but a few of the 
assortment kept in stock at the leading 
warehouses at Nassau. 

The queen conch, which 1s especially 
adapted for cameo carving on account 
ot having a layer of brown with a 
white top and the pinklip conch, which 
has layers of white and pink, are much 
sought for. Only the lips of these two 
varieties are exported, the demand 
coming from New York and from Torre 
de!

The whelk 
or Turk’s cap ts particularly valuable, 
as it has a portion resembling the best 
mother-of-pearl, from which pearl 
studs, for instance, could be made, 

It is estimated tbat a million shells 
of this variety could be obtained annu- 
ally in this colony. These shells sell 
for 1% cents each. Labor is cheap, 
colored women receiving from 25 to 80 
cents, ordinary laboring men 60 cents 
and white engineers $1.50 a day—In-

grown urfder experiment®at the 
Agricuuural College within the past 
twenty-six years. Nearly all ‘the var- 
jes have been carefuliy tested in 
of five years, after which the in- 
kinds have been discarded and 
those which have given the best re- 
sults have been continued in the ex- 
periments. Within the past year forty 
Varieties, fourteen h 3, and a num- 
ber of straight selections were grown 
under test. Of the -mamed . varieties 
fourteen have been grown in each of 
twenty years;.and,the results of these 
are of; partioujar vatue. ‘he average 
results for the twenty year , pertod 
show that the following varieties gave 
the highest average yields of grain 
per acre: Dawson’s Golden Chat, 61. 
4 bushels; Imperial Amber, 46.9 bus- 
hels; Larty Genesee Giant, 47.1 bus- 
hels ; Egyptiatt Amber, 46.9 bushels ; 
Early Red Clawson; 46.6 bushels 5 and 
Rudy, 45.8 bushels. In comparison 
with, these yields the Turkey Red gave 
ab average of 43.7 bushels, and the 
old Treadwell variety 42.4 bushels per 
acre. 

From enquiries made, throughout 
Ontario during the past year it was 
evident that the Dawson's Golden 
Chaff is ~still the most extensively’ 
grown variety .of winter wheat in 
Untario. Seventy per cent. Uf the 
abswets memvioned Wawson’s Golden 
Chaff as the most extensively grown 
variety in the different countries. 
This variety, in the results: at Guelph 
for twenty years, has given an aver- 


age of practically three ‘bushels per 
acre more than any, other variety 
grown under similar conditions. ‘Ihe 


Dawson's Golden Chall was originated 
in Untario thirty-four years ago. 
produces a very stiff straw of medium 
length, beardiess heads with red chal, 
and white grain which weighs slightly 
over the standard per mxasured bus- 
hel. There seems to be evidence that 
the Dawson's Gojden Chaff is emprov- 
ing somewhat in quality for _ bread 
production. Farmers’ Bulletin No. 616 
of the United Staves Departiment ot 
Agriculture states that the Dawson's 
Golden Chaff is probably the leading 
Variety of voft white winter wheat in’ 
the North Central and the Nérth At- 
lantic States. It also refers to tbis 
wheat as “follows: ‘Ibis variety 
stands up wel in the field and is 
above the average in winter resis- 
tance. ‘ihe grains are somewhat hard- 
er than those of most other white 
wheats. In several milling and — bak- 
ing tests that have been made it has 
given ‘a good yield of flour, rather 





‘tow in total protein content, but con- 


taining gluten of excellent quality.’| 
‘The Imperial Amber variety produces 
a large amount of straw which is 
medium in strength, a bearded head 
with red chaff and a red grain of very 
good quality. 

In the experiments conducted at the 
College in 1915 the winter wheat gave 
an average yield of grain of 13.5 bus- 
hels per acre oVer the average of the 
past twenty years. The straw was 
somewhat heavier, but the grain 
weighed one-half pound per measured 
bushel less than the average. . 

For nine years in sucCession experi- 
ments were conducted in treatmg 
winter wheat in different ways to pre- 
vent the devolpment of stinking smut 
and the results have been very satis- 
factory. In the average for five years, 
untreated seed produced 4.2 per cent.

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Making the Little 
Farm Pay

Owners of little farms who are de- 
veloping a program of diversified crops 
ean double their profits by canning 
fruits and vegetables. 


Nearly every family has the ability 
and most of the apparatus required for 
an ordinary canning business. Not 
only do the prices of canned goods give 
a double profit on many products, but 
there is a large saving in Perishable 
articles which otherwise would go to 
waste. This is a money making plan 
for any farm family and deserves care- 
ful consideration. 

The cauning season opens in June 
with strawberries, currants, gouseber- 
ries, rhubarb, etc. Following in quick 
succession we bare red and black rasp- 
berries, loganberries and cherries. The 
latter half of July Onds canners busy 
with beets and the frst delivery of 
string beans. Bartlett pears and black- 
berries begin tu come after thé middle 
of August. September sees the last of 
the peas, string beans and plumg, This 
is the wonth for early apples: During 
October We are canning apples, corn, 
fomatoes and pumpkins. An evapora- 
tor is used for berries, peaches and ap- 
ptes when the business becomes a little 
more extended. A dried fruit packing 
department is one of the most profita- 
ble Ines of business.

Watch your clover and alfalfa fields., 


The clover leaf weevil is again be- 
ginning to put in its appearance. Last 
spring there was considerable excite- 
ment among the farmers, due to a large 
outbreak of this insect throughout In- 
diana, especially in the weste If of 
the state and extending from the 
northern extremity to the Ohio river. 
It attacked both clover and alfalfa and 
often took a good share of the leaves 
from a field. 

Due to the timely assistance of a 
fungous disease which killed off many 
of the insects last year, it was pre- 
dicted that we would not have another 
outbreak this spring.\ However, there 
Seems to have been’ plenty left for 
seed, as there has already been one 
serious case reported. This was in 
Montgomery county, where a seven 
acre field of alfalfa was very heavily 
infested, apparently every plant hav- 
ing as many as a dozen of the insects. 
Since more cases way occur, it is 
thought best to publish a brief account 
of this insect and recommendations for 
its control. 

When the larva is full grown it spins 
a silken, lacelike cocoon either on the 
surface of the ground or just under the

In large numbers, however, the smal] 
conical nests which they build on Jawns 
are somewhat unsightly and on this

account it may be desirable in some | 


cases to destroy them. 

Where there i§ only a small area to 
be covered the simplest method is to 
drench the nests with boiling water. 
Another simple remedy is to spray the 
lawn with kerosene emulsion or with 
u Very strong soap wash prepared by 
dissolving any common laundry soap 
in water at the rate of one pound or 
one-half pound to a gallon of water. 
Such methods are particularly well 
adapted to small lawns and for the or- 
dinary little lawn ant. 

For larger ant colonies»of other spe- 
cies, bisulphide of carbon,’ a chemical 
which can be purchased at any drug 
store, will be found effective. This 
substance can be placed in the nest by 
means of an oil can or small syringe, 
the quantity required varying 
one-half ounce for a small nest to two 
or three ounces or more for a large 
one.

Potatoes For Stock Feed. 

The beavy production and the low 
price of potatoes have directed attention 
to their value for stock feed. Hitherto 
this subject has not received much at- 
tention in this country because under 
ordinary conditions other feeds are un- 
doubtedly much cheaper and better. 
Some estimate that even at 15 cents a 
busbel it is more expensive to feed po- 
tatoes to stock than it is to feed silage, 
while on the other hand it is scarcely 
probable that the farmer can raise Do 
atoes for much less than 30 cents a 
busbel. Their actual value for feed de- 
pends upon many factors, but it is bet- 
ter to make some nse of the potatoes 
on hand rather than let them rot. 

In Germany, where the potato crop 
is proportionately far greater than in 
this country, the question has been 
more thoroughly studied. The tubers 
may be used for feeding cows, horses, 
sheep and pigs, but they are best 
adapted for pigs. To secure the best 
results with swine the potatoes should 
first be cooked and than made into a 
thick mush mixed with tbe cornmeal 
or other-grain. If skimmilk is added 
the value of the feed is much increased. 

In feeding potatoes to dairy cows 
from one-half peck to one peck should 
be fed to start with They should be 
given raw and sbould be run through 
a root cutter to prevent choking the 
cows. An excessive feed of potatoes 
to n dairy cow is liable to cause scours, 
but as much es one-half bushel a cow 
a day has been fed without bad re 
sults. In addition to the nutrients con- 
tained potatoes give succulence to a 
ration, a factor of importance in feed-
